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REMARKS 

Status of Claims 

The Ex Parte Quayle Action mailed April 7, 2006, has been reviewed and the 
comments of the Patent and Trademark Office have been considered. 

Abstract, Specification, and Drawings 

A substitute abstract is attached on a separate page at the end of this Response in 
accordance with the indication in paragraph 2 of the Ex Parte Quayle Action. No new matter 
has been added. 

The specification was objected to for informalities under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .52(a) and (b) 
and § 1.125. Applicant notes that the originally filed copy of the specification has a portrait 
orientation and a font size (12 point Courier) that meets the regulations. As discussed on the 
telephone with Examiner Nguyen, the errors noted in paragraph 3 of the Ex Parte Quayle 
Action were apparently caused by improper scanning at the PTO. Accordingly, applicant has 
attached herein a courtesy copy of the originally filed specification. 

Applicant has separated Figures 1 1 A and 1 IB to address the issues noted in paragraph 

4 of the Ex Parte Quayle Action. Figures 4 A, 1 1A and 13 have also been amended to correct 
a spelling error. No new matter has been added. 

Objections to the claims 

Applicant thanks the examiner for indicating that claims 1-20 are allowed. 

This amendment changes claims in this application. A detailed listing of all claims 
that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) remain under 
examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status identifier. 

Claims 1-20 were pending in the application. Claims 2-10, 12, 13, 15, 16, and 20 
have been amended to improve readability and not to substantively change their scope in any 
way. No new matter has been added. 

Claims 6, 7, and 16 are objected to because of informalities as indicated in paragraph 

5 of the Ex Parte Quayle Action and have been amended accordingly. 
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Regarding claims 7 and 16 , although the Ex Parte Quayle Action suggests that the 
claimed "the front and right wheel speeds" should be corrected to — the front left and front 



right wheel speeds--, applicant submits that these should be corrected to — the left and right 
wheel speeds — . This is because there is an antecedent basis support for the — the left and 
right wheel speeds — . Therefore, the correction from "the front and right wheel speeds" to — 
the left and right wheel speeds — is preferable since it has antecedent basis support. 

Conclusion 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 

Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
